COLLISION BETWEEN THE ‘THIDET? AND A 
JUNK, — DISPUTED LIABILITY. , 

‘This was an action raised. by the owners 

and crow of a Chineso junk for damages 

soid to be done by the fault of the master 

of the .Thibet by the colliding of the vessels 

in the Furmosa Channel: on the morning of 


| the 12th July. The Acting’ Attorney Geno- 


ral, instructed by Messrs Watton d: Deacon, 
appeared for the plaintiffs, and Mr Leach, 
instructed by Messrs Sharp, Johnson & 
Stokes, for the defence. 

The Acting Atturney. Goncral said thie 
yas an action entered by Lam Kai Mo, mas- 
ter and yart owner of the Wong Hing Yuen 
junk, and others, for damages occasioned by 
a collision which took place between the 
junk and the P. & ©, steamer TA bet on the 
‘morning of thé 12th June. Tho pre- 
liminary aot for tho ‘plaintiff was as follows: 
—' The plaintiff's junk waa named the Kum 
Yuen alias the Wong Hing Yu w junk 
wherect Lum Kai Mo was master, Tho 
Thibet isthe name of the defendant vessel,” 
whereo€ William Davidson Mudie was mas- 
ter, The time of the collision was the 12th 
Jting 1886 about 4 o'clook in the morniug.
